Drug Abuse Is Rising 


WILL YOUR CHILD BECOME AN ADDICT? 
By Chief M. W. Johnston, Elba Police Department 


This is the 11th article in a 13 part series.

Almost every adult American has been lulled into a false 
Security about drug abuse. People have heard and read so much 
about it that the subject has become old hews, unless someone 
in the immediate family has been a victim. The fact is our 
country is standing directly in the path of a new tidal wave of 
drug abuse which could surpass the epidemic of the early ’70's. 
This series tells why this is taking place and what might be 
done about it. 


HOW DOES IT FEEL TO BE A DRUG ADDICT? 

Many years ago if you wanted to learn how it felt to be a drug 
addict you'd visit a ghetto or skid row. Today addicts can be 
found in any and every section of American society including the 
most affluent. Of course, people hooked on drugs, especially 
when “high” are not going to sit down and tell you the true 
facts of how it feels, but those who have come to the terrifying 
realization that they are addicts and need help, tell facts that 
should awaken the most doubting cynics on the subject of the 
dangers of drug misuse. Following are some questions put to 
drug addicts after starting treatment for their habits, and the 
answers they gave the interviewer. 

Q. What affect did your use of drugs have on your grades in 
school? 

A. “At first I had the feeling that my drug use helped me to 
think more clearly, be more creative and artistic. Later 
too late. . .I found that everyone else was laughing at me because 
my work was actually nonsensical. Soon I was forced to drop 
out of school because my grades were so bad, and instead of being 
alarmed about it, I laughed and was glad to be free of the worry 
of school.” 

Q. How did the use of drugs influence your family relation- 
ship? 

A. “What relationship? There was none left My wife left me 
and took the children with her. Our home was repossessed, 
I lost my car back to the finance company, my parents were 
completely disgusted with me, and I owed so much money 
I could never get out of debt. I turned to Stealing from people 
to support my habit.” 

Q. Would you say it was fun to be on drugs when you were 
“high”? 

A. “Yes, you think at the time it is the greatest feeling ever 
Nothing worries or bothers you, everything is great! But, 
when you can’t get your drugs for lack of money, or even when 
you are temporarily out of it, the feeling is the same as being 
in hell. The physical and mental torment is unbearable, and 
sometimes you think you'd kill your best friend if you had to 
just to get another fix.” 

Q. Did your good friends remain friends after you were 
hooked? 

A. “At first yes, but later those who were not on drugs 
themselves just drop you. They can’t stand the crazy things 
you do. So, you build your friends among your own kind, the 
other drug users, and tell yourself to hell with everyone else.” 


Q. What advice would you give to a person not now on drugs 
who is being tempted to experiment with drug use? 
A. “I'd tell them for God's sake don’t be an idiot. Friends 


who are on drugs will tell you anything to get you to join them, 
make any kind of promises. Who needs friends like that who 
want to help you ruin your life?” 

A famous slogan in advertising for a certain automobile used 
to say, “Ask The Man Who Owns One.” The person, young 
or old, who finds himself being tempted into a drug habit should 
do the same---ask a person who has been through the tortures 
of the drug scene. Ask the fellow who has been dropped from 
school. Ask the fellow who has lost his job. If the addict you 
ask is now trying to quit by undergoing treatment, the answer 
will always be the same---DON’T BE AN IDIOT!

Programs Continue 


To Grow 


I'wenty years ago spending 
by all levels of government 
Federal, State and Local--cla 
imed about one-quarter of our 
Gross National Product (GNP), 
about $96.7 billion. This past 
year government spending was 
$458 billion, according to a 
new Federal report, Trends 
in Fiscal Federalism, and ac 
counted for about one-third of 
the nation’s total output it 
is estimated that if the cur 
rent spending trend continues 
in just 25 years governments 
could lay claim to more than 
half of our nation’s GNP 

But, even more disturb 
ing is that Federal spending 
alone now accounts for one 
fourth of the entire U. S. ec 
onomy. The main cause ofthis 
growth is not the direct opera 
tion of government or military 
spending; rather, it is incre 
asing the politically popular 
benefit payments to individuals 

The biggest culprits of them 
all are LBJ’s Great Society 
Programs Like giant snow 
balls rolling faster and faster 
“down steep, money-covered sl 
opes, the Great Society Pro- 
grams continue to suck uppeo- 
ple's tax dollars while growing 
bigger and bigger and almost 
impossible to stop 

A few mild examples: In 
mid-1966 Medicare began. In 
its first 12 months, benefits 
totaled $3.4 billion. Outlays 
for this year will be nearly 
$14 billion 

In 19°74 some 4.1 million 
people were covered by Fed- 
eral public-assistance medic-

ine at a cost of $538 mil- 
lion, Medicaid came along in 
1°66, Now, it is costing $6.6 
billion to cover 27.4 million 
people 

Today's sacred cow, andone 
of LBJ's favorite programs, 
food stamps, now cost nearly 
$4 billion and are eligible to 
nearly 16 million people, up 
from $30 million and 360,000 
people in 1°64 


How far can this leap in the 
growth of public programs and 
transfer payments go? How 
high is up? Economists opin- 
ions differ, but many see the 
U. S. moving rapidly and re- 
lentlessly toward total social 
ism as people become more 
and more dependent on womb- 
to-tomb big brother govern- 
ment It is certain that our 
creative, dynamic and free so 
ciety is in economic and poli- 
tical jeopardy as government 
becomes the master rather than 
the servant of its citizens 


The problem is, people are. 


already somewhat dependent on 
big government and no one is 
willing to do without his own 
particular tax-supported pro- 
gram But, someday a maj- 
ority of the Congress and the 
public will have to face up to 
a hard decision: whether this 
nation can exist half-social- 
ist and half free. The lines 
are already being drawn and 
those of us who believe in the 
free enterprise system and a 
hand up, not a hand out, are 
finding our ranks are alarming- 
ly thin.

More than two years have 
gone by since the Paris Agree- 
ments on Vietnam were signed 
on January 27, 1973 

Despite these agreements, 
however, the Communists cont- 
inue their refusal to provide the 
United States Government any 
information about and assis- 
tance in finding the some 1100 
Americans listed as missing- 
in-action and the some 1300 
men classified as killed-in- 
action whose remains have not 
been recovered from graves 
and crash sites in enemy-held 
territory 

Our government has con- 
tinued to work within the mach- 
inery set up by the Paris Ag- 
reements in an effort toget this 
information But instead of 
cooperating in this humani- 
tarian mission, the North Viet- 
nhamese and the Viet Cong have 
delaved the proceedings with 
unrelated issues, with propa- 
ganda tirades and with five 
walkouts and five boycotts 


The Paris Agreements cle- 
arly state that the North Viet- 
nhamese and the Viet Cong are 
obligated to help find whatever 
information is available about 
our missing-in-action But 
they continue to refuse our spe- 
cial recovery teams access to 
known grave sites and crash 
Sites in their territory 

Just last montha Congress- 
10nal fact finding mission met 
North Vietnamese representa- 
tives and asked about their in- 
transigence regarding the 
MIAs. All that they got in an-

swer were the same Communist 
demands and the same accu- 
sations about the United States 
being the violators of the peace 
agreements. 

Then just this past week, for 
the first time, the North Viet- 
nhamese acknowledged that they 
did have indormation about 
Americans listed as ;missing- 
in-action. But they made plain 
that the price we must pay 
for the information is to force 
a change in the South Vietnam 
government and a stop to all 
U. S.aidto South Vietnam. They 
would hold the remains of Am- 
erican war dead and informa- 
tion about MIAs for ransom. 

North Vietnam and the Viet 
Cong for years have demanded 
that they be recognized as ci- 
vilized and responsible govern- 
ments. But until they abide 
by the agreements which they 
made regarding our MIAs, and 
until they permit the recovery 
of known American dead, 
there is no way that they can 
join the civilized world 

Our government should 
make every effort to brand 
these barbarians for what they 
are. We should do everything 
within our power to deny them 
a place in the every day life 
of the world community. 

While we must resist all 
temptation to involve ourselves 
again in the tragic fighting in 
Southeast Asia, our government 
has the responsibility and the 
obligation to pressure the com- 
munists for an immediate re- 
lease of the information which 
they now admit holding about 
the MIAs

Eb tb ib et at ae a a a a 
ETHICS LAW UNDER, STUDY 


An issue receiving a great 
deal of attention in’ the 
current special session of the 
Legislature is the revision of 
the Ethics Law passed during 
the closing hours of the 1973 
Regular Session. These 
proposed changes range from 
an attempt to completely 
repeal the Ethics Act to a 
more realistic and reasonable 
approach of simply altering 
the provisions which are con- 
sidered to be impractical 

As a result of the action of 
the Senate Standing Com- 
mittee on State Government 
last week, it is clear that a 
Substantial portion of the 
Senate feels that the Ethics 
Law should be modified, but 
certainly not repealed. The 
basic change in the law, as 
approved by the Senate Com- 
mittee, would be to remove 
members of local boards, 
commissions, and agencies 
who have no authority con- 
cerning the receipt or ex- 
pending of public funds from 
the new disclosure provision 
of the law, 

While there have been 
many complaints relating to 
the 1973 Ethics Law, the 
most widespread change was 
that the requirement to 
disclose one’s personal finan- 
cial status was an unjustified 
invasion of the privacy of 
those individuals who were 
giving their time and service 
to local governments.

of stripping the banks of the 
river of all its vegetation and 
gently sloping its banks for 
grassing. But, I do say that 
by retaining the present beau- 
tiful and rustic appearance-- 
and making it more accessi- 
ble (by water), much could be 
done to provide a taste of raw 
mother nature and her beauty 
that is not easy to find else- 
where. 

Perhaps establishment of 
a number of boat ramps and 
perhaps a commercial boat 
rental agency might be called 
for. Then, those with boats 
could put them into the river 
at the ramps and those without 
boats could rent them for a 
pleasant few hours or so. 

With a little help, I feel 
that many property owners 
would allow a picnic table or 
two to be placed along the 
river banks at strategic points 
so that boats could pull up to 
the banks and the boaters 
spread their lunch onthetable. 
While this may not be roughing 
it entirely as we used to do, 
still, having food on the table 
instead of on the ground with 
the ants has its advantages. 

“I would not advocate having 
these tables accessible by 
roadway (unless in particular 
circumstances). By limiting 
them to the boats, a great 
amount of vandalism and de- 
Structiveness might be av- 
oided.

commission is required to 
publicly disclose all of his 
sources of income, any debts 
which he has incurred, 
property which is owned and 
various other financial data 
relating to, not only the in- 
dividual serving on a par- 
ticular board or commission, 
but also to all members of his 
family. 


I believe that the proposed 
revision, exempting many 
board and commission mem- 
bers on the local government 
level, will hélp to prevent 
countless individuals from 
resigning their positions, Of 
course, the revised law will 
maintain the necessary 
restrictions and guidelines on 
all public officials who have 
a direct say-so in the day-to- 
day operation of government 
at the various levels within 
our State. 


There had been many at- 
tempts to pass a strong ethics 
law prior to 1973, These at- 
tempts in each instance 
failed. In the regular session 
of 1973, the bill passed enac- 
ted what has been called the 
Strongest and ‘toughest ethics 
laws in the country. At the 
Same time it has been 
recognized that the law was 
filled with inconsistent 
provisions and was too 
restrictive as it applied to 
local governments, It soon 
became apparent that con- 
Structive changes would be 
necessary to make the law 
workable. None of the 
suggested changes would af- 
fect officials elected on a 
Statewide basis. Hopefully, 
there will be no changes 
aimed in this direction. 

The primary thrust of the 
ethics bill which received 
final approval by the Senate 
State ©» vernment Committee 
would be to correct the 
problems caused at the local 
level of government in our 
cities and counties. While I 
am strongly opposed to any 
attempt to weaken the restric- 
tions which are placed on all 
of us who devote our full 
time to the operation of 
government, I do support 
constructive changes in the 
ethics act which will make the 
law more functional.

FREEZING BEEF 

Currently abundant and 
plentiful. beef cuts make it 
a good time to stock up your 
freezer with roasts, steaks and 
other beef cuts. Be sure to 
buy cuts to fit your family’s 
taste as well as your budget 

Far too many of us store 
fresh beef in the original pack- 
age in the refrigerator inore 
than two days. We can, how- 
ever, freeze without rewr- 
apping for one week. But for 
longer freezer storage, rewrap 
the original package with spec- 
ial freezer wrap. Use mois- 
ture-vapor-proof freezer wr- 
aps. Don't use aluminum foil 
or heavily waxed paper. Wrap 
meat closely. 

When freezing individual st- 
eaks, use a double thickness 
of wax paper between each steak 
for easy removal of one ortwo. 

Make sure all packages are 
sealed and dated. Andtake care 
to use the packages first that 
were frozen first. 


GARDENING TIPS 

If you are planting eggpla- 
nts, two plants should be enough 
for your family. The two most 
common varieties are Black 
Beauty (oval fruit) and Florida 
Highbush (longer and somewhat 
tapered). These plants areus- 
ually very tender and should 
he handled withcare. Set plants 
two feet apart. And protect 
your eggplants from cutworms 
by using paper collars. 

When tomatoes, peppers, 
and eggplants are planted early 
and frost is predicted, be sure 
to cover the plants for the 
night with newspaper or pine 
straw.

NO-TILL PLANTING 

No-till farming is being 
talked about by many Coffee 
County farmers. It’s a method 
of planting that offers the mo- 

‘dern farmer many advantages. 
Economy, higher yields, mois- 
ture retention and erosion con- 
trol to name a few. 

There was over seven mil- 
lion acres of land planted by 
the no-till method last year. 
The “Progressive Farmer” re- 
cently published an article on 
the advantages and success 
farmers have had with this 
method. With the high price 
of fuel, farmers are inter- 
ested in the reduced number 
of trips over the field. A total 
of three trips are necessary: 
planting, spraying and harvest- 
ing, where the conventional me- 
thods require up to 10 trips 
across the field. Reducing 
costs is important toany farm- 
er 

With less compaction, high- 
er mositure retention and in- 
creased root penetration, sub- 
stantial increases in yields of 
corn, soybeans, and grain sor- 
ghum have resulted. So with 
increased yields and lower 
costs, no-till farming canonly 
add to higher profits. 

Another big advantage of no- 
till planting is the increased 
protection of the soil. By main- 
taining a cover on the soil 
year-round, fields that nor- 
mally would be subject to cri- 
tical erosion canbe brought into 
production without excessive 
soil loss, and fields with slight 

have almost no soil 
loss. Following terraces with 
this method would not be as 
important as with the conven- 
tional method. Higher yields 
come from fields that have the 
topsoil on the field instead of 
in the creek 

Glen McDaniel and his sons 
operate a farm just north of 
Enterprise. They are planning 
to use a no-till planter on ap- 
proximately 70 acres of corn

Commission Hears 
About Bad Roads 


The Coffee County Com- 
missioners met Monday in 
Enterprise, with all members 
present. The meeting began at 
10 a.m. and lasted until after 
5 p.m. 


The majority of the time 
was spent discussing problems 
on county roads. Delegations 
were present from all parts of 
the county asking for either re- 
lief from the damage of rec- 
ent flooding and heavy rains 
to requests for paving of 
dirt roads. CommisSioners 
expressed sympathy forall with 
road problems and assigned 
various commissioners to find 
a solution for the respective 
problems. They explained to 
each group that there were 
problems all over Coffee 
County at this time, and county 
crews were working day and 
night to correct these prob- 
lems. Six different groups 
or individuals appeared be- 
fore the commission todiscuss 
road problems on Monday 


The commission declared 
April 26 as Special Olympics 
Day in Coffee County. 


Gladys Clark received ap- 
proval to attend a Circuit Cl- 
erk's Convention on May 2°, 
30 and 31 with the County 
paying expenses. Also a mo- 
tion was approved to ask the 
Alabama legislature fora larg- 
er furnace at the swine lab to 
burn large animals 


Approval was received to 
borrow $9,432.43 from Enter- 
prise Banking Company to 
pay payment on property re- 
appraisal. Also a $75.00 do- 
nation to Enterprise Jr. Col- 
lege was approved. The com- 
missioners voted to hire a 
person for CETA Title VI to 
work on Typhus Control pro 
gram. 

A resolution was approved 
protesting the closing of the 
railroad depot in Elba The 
Elba City Council has asked 
for this help . 

A request for additional 
chairs and tables for the farm 
center was heard and approval 
for an additional desk and file 
cabinet for the sheriff's de- 
partment was approved, as was 
the Sheriff's request to buy 
new ID badges. 

The commissioners agreed

ment on the installing and main- 
tenance of a flashing light at

27 and Coffee County 14. They 
are also checking into another

County Road 5° with the Le- 
Compt Bridge Road. 


The final order of busi- 
ness was potentially the most 
explosive. Hooker Amos was 
named Civil Defense Director 
by a 3-0 vote. Voting for 
Amos were Don Smith (who 
made the nomination), O. V. 
Waters and Bennie Beckham. 
Not voting were Albert Dyess, 
Flournoy Whitman and Byron 
Galloway. No other name was 
mentioned for the position. The

County Commissioner 
Albert Dyess was contacted 
this week following the Mon- 
day meeting of the Commis- 
Sioners concerning his rea- 
sons for not voting on the

Mr. Dyess explained that 
he was not opposed to Mr 
Amos. “It's just that I don't 
know him and have not had the 
chance to interview him,” said 
Mr. Dyess. According to 
Dyess, whenthe nomination was 
made, he asked that no action 
be taken until the commis- 
Sioners had interviewed Mr 
Amos, but a second was re- 
ceived and the vote was three

Dyess stressed that he was 
not against Amos nor did he 
have anyone else in mind for 
the job.

PIGGE ADDRESSES COUNCIL 


THURSDAY, APRIL 16, 1975 


Request For Closing 


The Elba City Council met 
Tuesday night without Mavor 
Sam Sawyer who was sick. A 
humber of matters were dis- 
cussed and there was very 
little disagreement among the 
council members. 


A request for road work in 
the Mulberry Heights area was 
heard and added to a lengthy 
list of other washed-out roads 
in town 


Lamar Kelley was named 
to head the summer baseball 
program at the request of Ree 
reation Director Alvin Cor 
del) Kelley replaces Elkin 
Williatison who resigned due 
to a change in his work sche 
dule 

Kelley and Jimmy Hudson 
reported onthe progress ofthe 
baseball and softball pro 
grams respectively while 
Cordell gave a report on the 
city pools. The council voted 
to get three bids on repairs at 
the River Pool and try to get 
the work completed before 
early May 


51x representatives of Sea- 
board Coastline Railroad ap- 
peared before the council 
urging the members to with- 
draw their resolution oppos- 
ing the closing of the Elba 
depot. Mr. H. J. Pigge, Sup- 
erintendent of the Waycross, 
Georgia district, which in- 
cludes Elba, spoke first and 
repeated most of the points 
he had made in an April Ist 
meeting in the office of THE 
ELBA CLIPPER with Pub- 
lisher Ferrin Cox and Elba 
Mayor Sam Sawyer. 

Pigge reported that a total 
of 3234 carloads of freight 
moved in and out of the Elba 
depot in 1°74, which was about 
3-1/2 hours of work for one 
man. He proposes combining 
the Elba depot agent with sev- 
eral others and operating a 
mobile van from Dothan to 
handle all the traffic. The 
Elba City Council had passed 
a resolution two weeks ago 
opposing the move. It must 
be approved by the Public 
Service Commission. Pigge 
responded to comments about 
“Elba losing railroad’’ by 
turning to division engineer 
Lester Kelley who reported 
over $1 million of improved 
rails and crossings during the 
past year, on the Elba line. 
Councilman Ronnie Vaughan 
asked about the traffic load at 
Ozark and Enterprise and why 


these were not inciuded in the 
closing. No exact figures were 
ivailable but Pigge promised 
to get these figures to the 
council, Robert Folsom again 
attended the council meeting 
and voiced opposition to the 
move 

The council passed amo- 
tion to poll the people whouse 
the railroad in Elba and base 
any decision on their desires 
The Industrial Board willalso 
be consulted and local citizens 
are urged to voice opinions 
to the councii, preferably in 
writing 


Larry Sanders appeared 
with a complaint about water 
famage to his street and yard. 
rhe council discussed it at 
length before deciding totem- 
porarily close the street until 
repairs were made and to 
check with the city attorney 
ibout closing the street from 
Dr. Roberts St. to the Old 
River Road 

Charles Hayes Ill, chair- 
man of the Water and Electric 
Board, explained the Board's 
plans to purchase a new billing 
machine capable of doing all 
the book work for the city 
and the Water and Electric 
Board. He said the new ma- 
chine would give the utility 
customer a better under- 
Standing of what was being 
billed each mongh. However, 
he said it would not be prac- 
tical if the city were not plan- 
ning to use the expensive ma- 
chine also. The council ex- 
pressed approval of the idea 
and urged the Board to con- 
tinue with their plans. 

. Hayes reported thetrans- 
fer of $5,000 irom the Board 
to the Elba General Fund and 


“ prans for upgrading and im- 
’ proving the electric system in 


Elba. Hayes said engineering 
reports indicate that an ex- 
penditure of $220,000 is 
needed to properly serve pre- 
sent customers and antici- 
pated growth. 

The councilmen discussed 
the recreation center and par- 
ents’ concern for the actions 
of their children at the rec 
center. Various councilmen 
made observations on the mat- 
ter, and one said ‘‘Inside the 
kids all act properly, but out 
in the parking lot is something 
else. If some of the parents 
would go up there, they would 
beat the fire out of their child- 
ren.’’ No further explanation 
was given on the matter, and 
the council decided that too 
much police supervision would 
only result in the children’s, 
moving somewhere else. 

A $75.00 ad ina ten-year 
report of Enterprise Jr. Col- 
lege was turned down when 
Councilman Ronnie Vaughan 
failed to get a second on his 
motion to buy the ad 

A letter on airport fund- 
ing was read and discussed 
aS Was a report on street dam- 
age around Elba. The council 
expressed concern over the 
current situation with General 
Teleplione closing the local 
office more and moving allthe 
work to Enterprise. A letter 
will be sent to the company 
asking that someone appear 
before the council and explain 
the matter. 

A suggestion was placed in 
the minutes urging the mayor 
to hire three additional people 
on a temporary basis due to 
flood damage. Sawyer had cut 
city emplovees last fall as an 
economy measure 

Final action was to approve 
paving bills of $4867.48
